Fifty Years Ano 


From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of April 25th, 1884 
On Friday last, at the City Petty Sessions, Limerick, six young men 
belonging to the labouring « lass were broucht up on ren ind, charged 
with being of a riotous and disorderly crowd who attacked the house 
of a Polish Jew named Leib Riev, and wrecked it on Easter Sanday 
evening. Leib Siev was sworn on a copy of the Old 
Testament, which he produced for the purpose. 
Bome discussion arose ona re quest of the Solicitor for the prosecutor, that 
Leib Siev should be permitted to givé his evidence through an inter- 
preter. In reply to one of the magistrates, it was stated that 
Hebrew was the ** native language’ of Leib-Siev. This was held by 
another magistrate to be impossible, as the man had said they came 
from Poland. The Mayor explained that it was not their native 
language. Hebrew was the language of the synagogue, not their 
native tongue. Eventually it was'‘arranged that Leib Siev should 
give his evidence without the assistance of an interpreter, but it was 
only with difficulty that his statements were understood. Leib Siey 
was then examined, and he gave his testimony in English, butina 
way that was difficult to nnderstand. 
Mayor said the Jews must be protected. They came to this country 
under tolerant laws, and they were entitled to as much protection as 
Catholics or Protestants. There was no evidence that the Jews had 
given any insult to their neighbours, and the conduct to whieh they 
where subjected could not be tolerated in a civilised community.

Sir Oswald Mosley and Anti-Semitism 


STILL: “NO RACIAL PERSECUTION, BUT...” 
Reference to Jews at Albert Hall Meeting 


Sir Oswald Mosley spoke at a Fascist Mass Meeting at the Royal 
Albert Hall, on Sunday night, on the policy of the British Union of Fascists 
in Great Britain. 

In the course of his speech Sir O.wald said Fascism was not a foreign 
creed imported from abroad. “ We take no account of events in foreign 
countries,” he said. “There are those who take account of what is 
happening in Moscow, Berlin and Rome. We believe that here we can go 
further and do better.” They, would bring Fascism to Great Britain by 
British methods. 

At the close of his speech Sir Oswald was asked, in a written question, 
“ What is the Fascist view on the Jewish question.” 

The reply was: our views on the Jewish question are these. We do 
not stand for racial persecution 
Fascism you will have to put the interests of Britain and not of Jewry 
first. Although we have said again and again we do not believe in racial 
persecution we have been hitterly attacked by Jewish interests and the 
Jewish Press in this country and now I have been informed that if I do 
not cease to attack the alien interests of the City of London, Jewry will 
declare war on me, My answer is plain and éasy to understand. We 
are not going to deviate from the Fascist policy or be browbeateh by any 
Jewish minority. And when they talk of declaring war on Fascism, my 


anuswer is “Get on with it!

cultural life. Sceing that Mr. Azikiwe holds similar opinions on racial 
purity where the black race is concerned, it may be assumed that he 
understands this attitude on the part of the German people. The 
fact that individual Jews suffered certain hardships in connection 
with this weeding-out process is due to the immense hold the 

Jews hal acquired on the various domains specified above. It should 

also be borne in mind that the anti Jewish legislation is not without 

provisions alleviating the hardships suffered by some of those affected 
by it."* 

The editor had no difliculty in seeing through the holes of this 
well-worn garment, and in a leading article he asks his readers to 
bear in mind what Germany has done to her Jews, and consider 
what she would do to the natives if her colonies were restored. 


Emigration 


One of the signs of the German Government's “expand or 
explode” policy is the care with which she chooses her representa- 
tives abroad... Albert Schmehle, the leader of the student federation 
at Stuttgart, recently declared: “No German student will be per- 
mitted to cross the German frontiers unless he has been submitted 
to a thorough examination of his’ character, his views and his 
abilities. We cannot and will not permit anyone to represent 
Germany abroad who is not a 100 per cent. German and Natlonal- 
Socialist.” 

And this policy is apparently being applied as regards emigra- 
tion tax. In a recent case a Jewish ex-lawyer who. wished to 
emigrate to Palestine produced certificates from two German firms 
appointing him sales representative, in one case for agricultural 
machinery, in the other for confectionery. He therefore asked for 
exemption from emigration tax on the legal ground that his 
emigration wasin the German interest. The Reich Finance Court 
refused to grant exemption and stated: “ It is not possi'le to see 
any German interest in the emigration of non-Aryans which would 


‘ 


‘justify special treatment in the matter of taxation.” 


Yet a special privilege has been granted to Jewish students. 
The new Currency Law just issued provides facilities for sending 
out bigger sums of German currency, to Jewish students from 
Germany studying abroad than to Arvan students. The Government 
frankly admits that it grants this special privilege because it wishes 
to encourage Jdewish students to leave Germany in the hope that 
study abroad will pave the way to their remaining abroad. 


The Press 


The general situation of the Jews remaining in Germany is 
well reviewed in a two-column article by the Berlin correspondent 


of THe Times. After -referring to the boycott of April Ist last 
vear, he discusses the attempted spring boycott of this year: 


* Though the suggestion that it was inspired by the idea of racial 
discrimination was emphatically disclaimed by authority the 
campaign was without question locally understood in this sense, 
for instance, in parts of the Rhineland and of Bavaria. At Aschaffen- 
burg, near Frankfort, it was announced, housewives were to be 
asked to state why they continued to buy in multiple stores and 
Jewish shops. At Forchheim and other small Bavarian towns 
streamers were hung across the roads with the words ‘No admit- 
tance for Jews.’ In Nuremberg placards appeared in apartment 
houses with the inscriptions: * The Jews are our ruin’ and ‘ Don't 
buy from Jewish shops.’ The alarming outbreak at Gunzenhausen, 
when two Jews were stated to have committed suicide, was another 
indication that local zealots had not yet yielded to the repeated 
official admonitions.” 

The Government policy as regards the German Jews to-day is 
summed up as we knew it to be: “It is that the Jew should be 
eliminated from public service, the professions, from literary or 
artistic activity, in short, from all those walks of life in which he 
might exercise an influence on the character of the nation: but that 
he should be allowed to trade. Official policy and local practice, as 
ulready indicated, have yet to be completely reconciled, but this is 
the policy.” 

Referring to the professions the writer says: “ In practice many 
Jewish doctors took cheaper quarters and continued their private 
practices, on a reduced income, and many Jewish lawyers contrived 
to find means of carrying on, in circumstances which would have 
daunted less tenacious men. But it had been made clear to them 
that they were not wanted and if they did not seek fresh fields this 
was only because all roads were closed. The dilemma of these Jews 
is truly terrible.” 

Trade seems in fact to be their only alternative, for Jews are 
not allowed to enter agriculture—an aspect of their problem that 
THE TIMES correspondent unfortunately omits. The Government 
eventually decided to prohibit interference with the Jews in trade 
and then the new Labour Code was decreed. his,’ says the

Students’ Conference on Work Camps 


British Visitors’ Impressions 


From Messrs. D. HOLNESS (Cambridge University) and F. E. WARNER 


(London University) 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Str,—We have just returned from Germany where we took part 
in an International Students’ Conference. The Conference was 
called to discuss the organisation of work camps for unemployed 
and students, and it seemed tous that there were many points that 
would be of interest to your readers. 

The Conference was held in Rendsburg, which is a small town 
in the agricultural province of Schleswig-Holstein. There was no 
evidence of any Jewish community in the town, and certainly there 
were no Jewish students taking part in the Conference. It was 
intended that international experience of the organisation of work 
camps should be discussed, and since the Nazis have organised 
camps in their most advanced form they gave most of the reports. 
Very early it became evident to the British delegates that they could 
not discuss the question without reference to the principles behind 
the camps. At the start we declared that the organisation of work 
camps was a corollary of the reactionary outlook which had led to 
the persecution and death of culture in Germany, and to the 
expulsion of the best minds in the country because of their Jewish 
ancestry.

The VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, the official German Government 
organ, publishes “a hitherto unpublished statement” by Kant 
Hamsen, the Norwegian novelist The fact that it is the Jews who 
dominate finance,”’ he is reported as saying, makes them a power in 
international politics and world commerce. They dominate the 
native populations of the variouscountries. As seeit, Germany is 
not out to annihilate Jews in Germany, but that is how things are 
being presented by the Jewish politicians in England and France, 
and by the Jewish Press elsewhere. As_I see it, Germany is only 
endeavouring to curb the Jewish power in the country, so that it 
should not be the Jews. but the Germans who rule Germany. If the 
Jews had a great and ancient Empire of their own,and the Germans 
invaded it, and in the course of time subjected every branch of life 
to German influence and the German outlook, I believe that the Jews 
would react against it.” Let us hope this report has no more 
founda'tion in truth than most statements in the Nazi Press. 

The London correspondent of the VOELKISCHER BROBACHTER, 
_reported the second British Appeal for German Jewry. “The Jews 
of England,” he wrote, “last Saturday organised ‘services’ in the 
Synagogues. No less than fifteen such meetings took place in 
London, and agitatory speeches were delivered by Rabbis and 
prominent Jewish political leaders. One of them termed the legisla- 
tion of National-Socialist Germany ‘a bloodless pogrom, another 
asserted that Jews were physically maltreated in concentration 
camps, and similar old yarns. And of course, an appeal was made 
to continue the boycott. The whole campaign is an attempt by 
Jewry to revive the old propaganda for auction which is. really 
no longer believed in, and to intensify the boycott of German 
goods, which has not for some time ‘been practised even by 
Jewish merchants. But as the English pedple have now seen 
through the entire Jewish swindle, the Jewish speakers now com. 
plain that Germany is carrying on anti-Semitic propaganda abroad 
and that movements similar to Hitler's are arising in England. — It 
is regrettable that Mr. Herbert Morrison, the new dictator of the 
L.C.C., placed himself at the disposal of the Jews and delivered 
speeches against the new Germany.” The issue of the German daily 
bulletin of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency containing reports of the 
meetings was confiscated. 

Let us turn from the Nazi press after noting the widely-spread 
report that Trotzky is a Jewish agent of France working secretly for 
the destruction of Germany. Manifestoes said to have been written 
by him are published, but no reference can be discovered to the fact 
that he has been expelled from France. 


Alexander Kipnis 


It will be remembered that last year's Bayreuth Festival was 
boycotted by many world-famous musicians, led by Signor 
Toscanini, and that considerable criticism was made of Alexander 
Kipnis, who is a Jew, because he refused to associate himself 
with the boycott, and sang at the Festival. We have now 
received a letter from Herr Kipnis in which he states his point 
of view, that he could be of more use to German Jewry earning 
his living in Germany than as an exile —the only alternative. As 
evidence of the work that he has been doing for the Community 
he encloses several letters of thanks that he has received from 
the Winter Fund, the Needy Artists’ Fund and various other Jewish 
relief organisations.

West Ham Synagogue 


Sir OSMOND D'AViapOR-GOLDSMID was the principal speaker at a 
meeting heki on Monday at the West Ham Synagogue in support of the 
German Appeal Fund. In the course of his address Sir Osmond said: 
‘" Here we have freedom, toleration and justice. Here we are recognised 
as loyal citizens of our country, as the German Jews were of theirs. 
Here we live in comfort and security. Should we not make a thank 
offering for the privileges we ave enjoying? Cannot we make sacrifices 
im order to show not only that we are gratefal, but that we are 
willing to give to those so infinitely worse off than we are? This is 
the most serious thing that has happened within your memory. Let us 
make this Bynagogue collection worthy, not only of ourselves but of 
the Cause we are helping. The first call upon this new Appeal is to pro- 
vide the £15,000 overspent on the first appeal. The next is to keep our 
promise to the British Government that refugees shall not be a charge 
upon the public purse--that will cost £25,000; and then there is 
the £22,000 or £23,000 guaranteed to the Keren Hayesod: a total of 
£60,000. We have to face an organised emigration from Germany. If 
10,000 young Jews leave Germany this year, we must calculate a minimum 
expenditure of £30 per head, that is £300,000; and then we are only 
dealing with a fringe of the problem.” 

The Rev. M.-L. PERLZWerIG said: “ Do not give the same amount of 
money as you gave before; give more, give double. We have so far 
collected £110,000 for this second Appeal. But if we fail to reach £200,000, 
we are as good as condemning large numbers of our fellow-Jews to 
extinction, to a stow death.

In the London Lodges, the 
customary installation meetings have been more than usually 
successful. Grand Lodge Officers have had an opportunity of reach. 
ing thousands of members and they have striven to point the moral 
of unity in a time of crisis for Jews all over the world. 

As aresult of the appeal on behalf of the Central Fund for German 
Jewry, about £800 has been contributed through the Head Office, apart 
from donations which have been sent direct to the Fund. In addition, 
nearly £300 has been collected on behalf of the women and children, and 
there is no doubt that the second appeal which Anglo-Jewry is making 
will receive substatial support throughout the Order. The sums which 
have been mentioned represent the aggregate of a large number of small 
contributions from a working class and small trader movement, in the 
Achei Brith alone, 

At the recent meeting of the Grand Lodge, Bro. John Dight, the 
Grand President, gave a satisfactory account of the Order's general 
position. Further improvements are being effected at the Order's Con- 
valescent Home at Etching'am, while the importance of propaganda is 
recognised by the decision to sect up a special committee for this purpose, 
The Lodge Officers have also met separately in conference at Absa House, 
the Order's headquarters.

Palestine’s Flush Finances 


HOW THE POPULATION IS BENEFITING 


DEVELOPMENT OF HAIFA HARBOUR 
From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM | 


The production of a surplus in as small acountry as Palestine at 
a time when the world is facing: serious economic depression has 
been somewhat over-stressed lately, phenomenal though it may be 
in relation to current world economic history. But is it really so 
remarkable in view of the major Jewish operations proceeding 
here and the taxation levied upon these operations? Immigrants’ 
fees on 40,000 people, direct taxation, indirect customs duties, 
departmental fees (such as on land transactions and transfers), and 
fees of Court and office, owe their increase mainly to Jewish enter- 
prise. That is an incontrovertible fact.. It follows logically, there- 
fore, that the cash surplus which the Government has accumulated, 
and will continue to accumulate, is of direct Jewish origin. 

Glancing over recent official communiques, I find that one 
effect of this opulence in Government circles has been the ease- 
ment of the financial burden upon the Arab population. Last year 
something like £300,000 was remitted.in tithes, agricultural taxa- 
tion, and arrears of loans. During the present calendar year there 
has been a similar wholesale reduction. On March 25th, two com- 
muniqués announced the cancellation of arrears of agricultural 
loans, tithe, werko and anima! tax, village ghaffir service indebted- 
ness and animal tax of over £100,000, this being in addition to 
urgent public works grants for the relief of rural Arab distress. It 
may be argued that the Arabs had to be helped in this way because 
of drought, cattle mortality and other natural factors; but, on the 
other hand, it is obvious that they could not have been assisted had 
there been no ample store of reserve funds. 

That should be borne in mind by those who still believe in the 
cry of anti-Zionist critics that Eugland is losing money in Palestine. 
So far from doing that, it is profiting considerably—and helping the 
other section of the people into the bargain. 

Haifa Harbour, 


The rapid development of Haifa Harbour is one of the amazing 
features of the country's general progress. Some years ago, when 
the Harbour plans were being formulated, the officials responsible 
were somewhat apprehensive of the size of the scheme contem- 
plated ; they felt that Palestine could not support so large a harbour. 
Before work was commenced, those plans became obsolete because 
and now tt is found that the 
area of the Harbour could even now be appreciably enlarged in order 
adequately to handle the huge traffic. 

It is estimated that within three or four years Palestine. will be 
exporting between eleven and twelve million cases of oranges, of 
which half at least will be shipped via Haifa, even assuming.that 
improvement plans for Jaffa have been carried out by that time.

The Hebrew University 

Dr. Magnes, the Chancellor of the Hebrew University, Dr. Max 
Schloessinger, his associate, and Mr. S. Ginzberg (son of Achad 
Ha’am), the Registrar, have proceeded to America to attend a 
conference of the American members of the University's Board of 
Governors and of the members of the Council of the American 
Association of Friends of the University. 

The urgent topic of discussion before that conference will be the 
finances of the University. Adequate sums have, it is true, been 
secured to retain the services for three years (instead of two years, 
as first thought) of the new German-Jewish professors and lecturers 
engaged after having been driven out of German universities, and it 
is hoped to collect funds to retain them for five years at least—a most 
laudable plan comparing favourably with the temporary employment 
for one vear of such professors and lecturers at American and 
English Universities. But there is a deficit on the regular budget 
needed for the maintenance of the existing university. Hitherto, 
America had contributed 90 per cent. of the paltry £50,000 a year 
required by the University; but the drop in United States receipts 
—for the Hebrew University, strangely enough for a people with so 
many millionaires, possesses no endowments at all for the bulk of 
its regular budget—coupled with the fall in the Sterling value of 
dollars, has seriously affected the University's finances. 

South African Jewry has volunteered to contribute the cost of 
one of the Chairs, and a Hebrew University Committee has been 
formed with Mr. Justice Leopold Greenberg, of Johannesburg, ag 
President. Poland and Ozechoslovakia are expecting to augment 
their contributions, while the Palestine Friends of the University 


have done a big job in obtaining annual pledges from ya, 
ele nents in the Yishuv, reciprocating that support by spons 
University evening extension courses in Tel-Aviv which have 
great popularity.

He was born in 1812. His father was a man of some wealth 
and gave his children a good education. Joseph was sent to Hyman 
Hurwitz's Academy at Highgate, where he was contemporary with 
a good many Jewish notabilities. He then entered the printing 
business and established himself in a small way in Shoe Lane. 
When his father died he left Joseph about £9,000. About this time he 
was printing a twopenny daily paper called the DAILY TELEGRAPH 
for a certain Colonel Sleigh. The paper fell into difficulties and 
when Colonel Sleigh owed his printers a matter of £1,200 it fell into 
possession of the Levys. In addition to Joseph Levy shares were 
taken by his elder brother Lionel Levy, fora long time known in 
London Society as Lionel Lawson. To-day the paper produces an 
income of £100,000 a year. 

Lionel Lawson was also concerned for a time in the ownership 
of the OBSERVER, the principal Sunday newspaper in this city. He 
bought it in partnership with Julius Baer, now dead, who, after afew 
years, acquired the whole property for himself. Julius Baer,.theson 
of a Jewish merchant of Hanover, was a remarkable man of a good 
University education and a student of international law. . . . In 
the editorship of the OBSERVER he took an active part and many of 
the best leading articles which appeared in that newspaper were 
from his pen. He became a Christian and brought up his children 
in his new faith. He miarried a Sassoon and his family were on 
friendly terms with Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone in whose house his 
wedding breakfast was given. 

The only other daily paper now edited by a Jew is the 
FINANCIAL NEWS, of which Harry H. Marks, a son of Professor 
Marks, is the presiding genius... Mr. Marks is well, though, I am 
afraid, not over favourably known in New York. Personally he has 
done’ very well out of the FINANCIAL NEWS. Rumour credits him 
with a large fortune. He has lately started the EVENING POST 
which carries on a sickly existence and which had Edward Morton 
for its first editor. A brother of his Percy Marks, has lately taken to 
journalism and ownsthe SOCIETY HERALD. By thesideof these two 
journalistic adventurers may be placed the name of James Davis, who 
is now kicking about his heels on the Riviera in consequence of the 
anxiety of the police wishing to offer him some hospitality tn return 
for a libel on the Earl of Durham which he published in THE BAT. 

Of the high class working journalists, the best known are Israel 
Davis of THE TIMES and David Anderson of the DAILY TELEGRAPH. 
Davis was at one time Private Secretary to the late Sir David 
Salomons, and on becoming a member of THE TIMES staff, enjoyed 
in a very special way the friendly guidance of Mr. Delane, the Editor 
of the: THUNDERER and the greatest journalist of his day. He 
became the leading home “special” of the paper, and his articles 
were always distinguished by their grace, tact and versatility. No 
public function was.at one time complete without Israel Davis, who, 
as the representative of the leading journal, attracted an amount of 
attention which his exceedingly quiet and modest manner was far 
from inviting. He is part proprietor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
on which Davis Anderson made his literary debut years ago. 
Anderson is also a capable journalist, a well-known figure in Fleet 
Street and a pillar of the Savage Club. He has been a leader 
writer for many years on the DAILY TELEGRAPH, and was at one 
time regarded as an authority on turf matters. I believe that Henry 
Sampson, the editor of the REFEREE and also a turf authority, is 
also a Jew. A curious creature is Phillip Berger Benny, now of the 
MORNING PosT, but late of the DAILY TELEGRAPH. He was at 
one time Jewish Minister at Newport, when he wrote a notable 
article on S»echita. He then became private secretary to Sir Moses 
Montefiore and afterwards obtained a good post as leader writer on 


the DAILY TELEGRAPH. Heisa man of great ability, but unfortu- 
nately of very difficult character and is not on best of terms with 
his coreligionists. For some time he was connected with the 
JEWISH WORLD, and a few years ago he went to Russia to investigate 
the Jewish pogroms.

distribution of the bequests. 

Other legacies. especially in later years, enabled the Overseers 
to have at their disposal substantial sums of money for many 
utilitarian objects. For instance Maurice Worms and his brother 
Gabriel Worms left to the Great and the Central Synagogues the 
sum of £4,000 each, the income to be applied in gifts of £5 to 
impecunious tradesmen and pedlars for the purchase of their wares. 
The Maurice Beddington Bequest of £2,000 is also a very useful 
legacy to the Overseers as it enables them to grant sums of £5 and 
£2 10s. to poor street hawkers. This is the only instance of a legacy 
to the United Synagogue where the list of recipients has formally 
to be approved by the Executive Committee of the United Synagogue, 
in accordance with the stipulation of the testator. 

Another legacy which has been of great service to the Overseers 
was that of Louis Cohen, who bequeathed £5.000 to the United 
Synagogue, the income to be used in grants, not exceeding £50, 
to tradesmen who have been reduced in business to enable them to 
make a fresh start or to tide over temporary difficulties. 

Another substantial legacy was that of Henry Eliezar Symons 
(£6,000), the income to be applied annually by the Overseers as 
.pensions of £20 per annum to ten poor people of not less than 
sixty-two years of age. This legacy is known as the Emma Symons 
Bequest, in memory of Emma Symons, the widow of the testator, in 
accordance with the terms of his will. 

While every form of eleemosynary relief was given to. the 
heads of families and to widows, the unmarried poor were not 
forgotten, as Solomon Arnold in 1829 left to the New Synagogue, 
which was then located in Leadenhall Street, a sum of £2,000, the 
income to be applied Annually as a marriage portion for a poor 
female, “ being of the German Jews’ sect, either English or foreign. 


born.” The portion amounts to £52. The United Synagogue has 
another fund at its disposal as a bride’s dowry, and this is known as 


~ The Marriage Portion.” The dowry aniounts to £40 and the 
remission of the Synagogue marriage fees. The prospective brides 
have to make fofmal applications for the grants, which are allotted 
by the Bequests and Trusts Committee on the recommendation 
of the Overseers. The origin of the “ Marriage Portion Fund” has 
never been authentically traced, but it is supposed to have developed 
from voluntary contributions from the earliest members of the 
Great Synagogue, who formed among themselves a Marriage Portion 
Society. 

Some of the United Svnagogue Bequests have quaint stipula- 
tions, such, for instance, as the Moses Schiff Bequest. Moses Schiff, 
in 1816, bequeathed £458 to the Great Synagogue, the income to he 
distributed every Passover to “ten worthy men having wives and 
children, among whom there ought to be some learned men, to 
purchase therewith meat and wine fit for the Service of the two 
nights of. Passover.” This legacy is now. distributed annually to 
ten Minyan men or poor” Lamden” belonging to any Constituent 
Synagogue. 

Although all the benefactors of the various Synagogues were 
imbued with the same spirit of charity for the poor and distressed, 
none perhaps was so modest as Ellis Wolfe, who in 1816 left to the 
three City Synagogues—a legacy of £2,000. the interest to be 
applied annually in monetary gifts, the stipulation being that the 
charity should be called “ Ellis Wolfe's Mite for the relief of his 
Jewish brethren,” and “ Ellis Wolfe’s Mite” it has been to this day. 
This isthe only instance of a charitable benefactor to the Synagogue 
who left‘a‘legacy for the relief of the poor whose Will cannot be 
traced,

Other communities (Rome, Ancona, 
Reggio, Modena, etc.) issued their regulations in Italian, in pamphlet 
form. Venice, curiously enough, never printed anything of the sort, 
but every now and again the leaders of the community issued their 
ukase, intimating what they had decided in view of the latest 
aberrations of fashion. Thus, by the Sumptuary Laws of 1696 7, it 
was forbidden for any person to wear brocade or lace of gold, whether 
at the neck or wrists, on any ordinary occasion. No one was to 
wear more than two rings at a time. The amount which a man 
might expend on. his periwig was limited to twelve ducats: while a 
woman might not exceed four ducats for a fan, or five for a muff. 
(Special provision was mide, however, for masquerades, when 
persons went out wearing fancy dress!) On occasions of domestic 
celebration. a maximum of two ducats might be spent on fresh 
flowers, whether for wearing in the bead-dress or for adorning the 
house; anda total of twenty guests might be invited, exclusive of 
relatives who had come expressly from other cities. In Carpentras, 
restrictioa went further. Only twelve guests might be invited to 
the banquet on the occasion of a Berith, and no more than sixteen 
(exclusive of the Reader, the Preacher and the Best Man)-to that 
on the occasion of a wedding; while the last bachelor party, or 
collation, which the bridegroom had hitherto been accustomed to 
give to signalise his loss of freedom, was henceforth forbidden

From these terse headings; it is possible to see how minutely 
the whole of daily existence was covered by these regulations, and 
what a vast amount of light they throw upon the soctal life of the 
Ghetto. The Pragmatica of Ancona, of 1766, goes sometimes into 
even more picturesque detail, specifying the number of torches 
which might accompany the bridegroom when he went to visit his 
bride; the amount of money which might be spent on his present 
of flowers or on the illumination of the marriage-contract ; what the 
masqueraders might wear on Purim; and forbid ling sweets or coins 
to be thrown down from the windows on the bridal cortége. 

It will be noted that nothing has been said hitherto with regard 
to the Barmitzvah festivities. The reason is very obvious—that 
this ceremony was then regariied as-being of very minor import- 
ance, no special celebrations being associated with it. There is, 
however, a fugitive reference to itin the Ancona code referred to 
just above. It-is perhaps.worth while quoting the entire ‘passage, 
so as to give a more. precise idea of the system as a whole. The 
clause relating to the unrestricted entertainment of the poor, printed 
here tn italics, is especiaily worthy of attention.

The present volume carries the story on through the prolific, 
bewildering age which ended in the middle of the eighteenth 
century, when Moses. Mendelssohn burst upon the world. The 
final volume will presumably deal with modern Hebrew literature, 
with its marvellous climax in the reborn Eretz Yisrael. Dr. 
Waxman ploughs methodically through the task which he has 
set himself. Grammar and Lexicography; Bible.Exegesis; Poetry; 
Rabbinic Literature; Philosophy and Ethics (a trifle of some 110 
closely-printed pages !); Science; the Kabbala: Karaite Literature ; 
History, Geography, &c.; Polemics and Apologetics; Prose Litera- 
ture: and, finally, Judaeo-German Literature, are all dealt with in 
turn. The treatment is in every case identical, a summary of 
~ General Features " being followed by a description of the produc. 
tions of the individual writers in each category. An admirable 
Bibliography and a detailed but erratic index complete the utility 
of the work as a treasure-house of Jewish literary lore and an 
indispensable work of reference for any Jewish library. 

English readers will have a surprise at the outset. The first 
work which is described in this volume is, amazingly enough, an 
English production. “ The thirteenth century,’ writes Dr. Waxman, 
_Was quite productive in the field of grammar and lexicography. 
Of the most Important works, first in time and probably in value is 
the Lexicon written by Moses ben Isaac, of London, surnamed 
Ben ha- \estah”’ (sic); and he goes on to give a detailed account 
of his famous work, the Sefer haShoham. In view of the notorious 
unpropitiousness of the English climate for nurturing the produc. 
tions of the Jewish spirit, it is no ground for wonder that he is the 
only native authority mentioned in this volume. 

The monumental qualities and the permanent value of Dr. 
Waxman’'s book render it the moral duty of the reviewer to permit

Daniel Sieff Research 


ITS AIMS AND PURPOSE 

At the opening ceremony of the Daniel Sieff Research Institute, 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann delivered an address in the presence of the 
High Commissioner and all the members of the Executive of the 
Jewish Agency. He said that their general scheme was “ the intensi- 
fication of agriculture in the country, to add to the products of the 
country other products which reward the cultivator for his labour.’ 
The new Institution would study the organic fertilisers, while giving 
attention to such things as the milk industry, citrus, silk and 
tobacco. “Pharmaceutical conditions of herbs and syntheses of 
chemical substances of use in medicine will also be studied.’ The 
Institute, in short, had undertaken to study practical questions which 
engaged them daily. and to find scientific ‘solutions. At the same 
time they.would not neglect pure science. The house which they 
were dedicating was built within the area of the agricultural 
experimental stations as a symbol of the connection with it, and it 
was like a second storey built on the foundation of agricultural 
investigations preceding it. 

Mr. Sacher said: “The Institute has heen deliberately and 
consciously dedicated to research and not to teaching. The research

Palestine Exploration Fund

BIR FP. KENYON ON THE “CODEX SINAITICUS” 

Under the auspices of the Palestine Exploration Fund, Sir Frederic 
Kenyon gave a lantern lecture on the Codex Sinaiticus at 2, Hinde Strect, 
Manchester Square, W., on Friday last. 

Sir Frederic related how some leaves of the Old Testament portion of 
the Codex were seen by ‘lischendorf in 1844 at the monastery of St. 
Catherine at Mount Sinai. He was allowed to take away forty-three leaves 
which he presented to the King of Saxony. These leaves were now inthe 
hbrary of Leipzig University. In 1859, ov a further v.sit to the monastery, 
he was shown the remaining leaves of the Codex, including about two- 
fifths of the Old Testament and the whole of the New Testamen:. The 
Codex was transferred to the custody of the branch of the mouastery in 
Cairo where Tischendorf copied them. In 1862, the inonks of St. Catherine's 
agreed to give Tisehendorf the Codex to present to the I’sar of Russia, 
anticipating a corresponding giftin return, At first, the connter-gift was 
Hot fortheoming, but eventually a very substantial donation was sent to 
the monks from Russia. ‘hese facts were established by contemporary 
documents, and disposed altogether of the allegation that Tischendorf 
stole the Codex from the monks. |

SOME BOOKS ON HITLERISM 


PRELUDE TO HITLER (Capo, 7. 6d.) is @ personal record of ten post 
War years in Germany by Major B. T. Reynolds. It is concerned largely 
with Franco-German relations, but it tells many illuminating stories of 
Jews and concludes in the sentiments of Sir Austen Chambeflain that: 
*“ Since the advent to power of the Nazi regime, Germany has lost most of 
the sympathy which had been gradually growing up for her in this country 
since the War.’’ This, Major Reynolds attributes to ‘the action taken by 
Herr Hitler and his Government in their first few weeks of office, against 
Pacifists, Jews and believers in international co-operation and democratic 

HITLER'S REICH, by Hamilton Fish Armstrong (Macmillan, 4s. 6d.), is 
deeper in its purpose; for Mr. Armstrong is the Editor of the American 
“ Foreign Affairs.”. He gives an excellent chapter to “ Wotan and the 
Jews,” and the following passace is also of considerable Jewish interest: 

**Moreover, Signor Mussolini, who had been not alittle shocked by the 
universal outery agaist hrs ally. now sert strong admonitions to him diving 
notice that Itahan sympathies could not be stretched to the point of engaging 
ina strugule against the united forces of Enuviandand France. At the same 
time, he intimated that the Nazi persecution of the Jews had misrepresented 
Fascist doctrive and had beena tactical error: * You put all the Jews of the 
world against you,’ he wrote to Hitler (as he told the writer in Rome on 

' May 16th), ‘and you pt against you the Christians also!’ The boycott of 
German goods abroad had also become effective, especially in England. Even 
Nazi leaders had to pause.” 

The publishers of WHy Nazi, by “?” (Paber & Faber, 7s. 6d.) say of 
it: “ This first-hand and impartial account of the present regime in Germany 
is by a German whose race obliges him for political reasons to remain 
anonymous. It will surprise many Eoglish readers to find that. in 
spite of the Nazi persecutions he writes with a great deal of sympathy.” 
Let us say at.once that “?” writes of the persecution of the Jews with no 
sympathy. He has a comprehensive chapter on the subject and reminds 
his readers of the fact, too seldom realised even by friends of the Jews, 
that ‘' the percentage of German Jews killed in the war was higher than 
that of the Germans as a whole.” Deseribing (and denouncing) the 
boycott of April Ist, 1933, he says: “It is a remarkable fact, which is 
confirmed by information from al! parts of Germany, that during the days 
before and after the boycott the Jewish traders received innumerable 
calls from German customers, including sympathisers with the new regime, 
who apologised for the boycott and asserted their profound disapproval. 
Indeed, business before and after the day of boycott, reached record 
figures in many Jewish shops. They could not, however, hold up 
the ruthless march of a minority which held all the power in its 
hands and was determined to use it te the utmost limit.” ‘?”’

Province Adopts Libel Bill 

The Manitoba Provincial Legislature at Winnipeg has unami- 
mously passed a Bill introduced by Mr. Marcus Hyman (Labour), 
which amends the Libel Act so that any member of a race or creed 
may ask for a Court injunction to stop the publication and circula- 
tion of libellous matter against the same race or creed. The 
intention of the Bill is primarily to stop the anti-Semitic propaganda 
of local Nazis, and also to check the circulation of the notorious 
‘Protocols of the Elders of Zion.” This is the first Bill in Canada 
for curbing anti-Semitic propaganda. According to the decision of 
the Canadian Jewish Congress, all the Provinces will be asked to 
pass similar Bills. The Manitoba newspapers were in complete 
sympathy with the Bill and urged its passage.

A Year of Refugee Work 
- 
Liquidating the Relief Committee 


our Correspondent PARIS 


The month of April will complete a vear of work in support ot 
The total results of the work are not 
yet available, the Relief Committee's last two reports covering only 
the period from October 16th to February 28th. The namber of 
assisted refugees decreased from 2.302 in Ostober to 1,169 in 
February, and very limited consideration was given to. refugees 
eubsequently arriving. Out of 970 new arrivals in the period of 
October 16th to December 3lst, only 254, Le., about one quarter, were 
assisted. In January and February, the propor.ion sank to about 
one-eighth, to 59 out of 427 applications. 

Following the suggestions of the Ica and the Joint’ Distribution 
Committee, the Relief Committee has decided to appoint a Liquida. 
tion Committee, in the work of which representatives of the two 
organisations and also of the Hicem will take part. It 1s expected 
that by June 15th it will be possible to wind up the work of the 
Helief Committee. Meanwhile, every individual case is being 
separately examined with a view to possibilities of evacuation or

Players Who Please 


THE ENTERPRISING PLINIUS 
Corr ndeut writes: 
The“ Plinius Players’ bave gained considerable fame among amateur 
@ramatic societies, and a glimpse at the systematic organisation of this 
body and at the amount of werk done ** behind the scenes by the 
enthusiastic committee, leaves one without surprise at their’ success. 
While amateur dramatics are the main activity of this all-Jewish 
Bocietv. musical shows are also produced, some of which have been 
written by the members themselves, while social functions. such as dances, 
debates, etc., are all taken in the stride of these so-ahead enthusiasts. 
Their shows are performed regularly at hospitals and other institutions, 
indeed the “ Players,” besides giving free entertainment in such places, 
devote the whole of the proceeds of their public shows to charity. 

Springing out of this spirit for constant and progressive development 
has come the PLINIUs Post, the Society's magazine, a production which 
ably represents the enthusiasm for service in the field of amateur ; nter 
tainment and leaves one wondering whether there are any limitations to 
the Players’ enterprise and industry. The Society has had seven years of 
successful existence, and has performed at (and filled) such places as the 
London Hippodrome where, by the w ay, they recently performed 
“ Disraeli” in aid of the Maccabi Foundation Scheme. {mong their many 
successes, one magnificent effort stands out as almost unique'in the history 
of amateur players. £560 was raised by them for an Orphans Aid Society 
at a single performance of “Welcome Stranger.” ‘the largest sum ever 
raised by any amateur dramatic society at a single performance, 

The’ Players” always welcome new members. Past experience is 
not necessary, as new-comers are trained and taught elocution, and the 
fact that seventy per cent. of members have taken part in performances is a 
tribute to sound organisation and a most important achievement from the 
point of view of encouraging new members. 

Mr. Bernard Kazak, the Chairman, with whom I had a brief talk about 
the work and plans of the Players, told me that while 
dramatic societies find no difficulty in obtaining members above the ave 
of thirty-five, it seems almost impossible to persuade Jewish people 
above that age to become enthusiastic amateur players. And yet 
older people are very necessary for filling mles where maturity is 
required, and to which it is difficult for young amateurs to do justice, 
Mr. Kazak does not favour the establishment of a ¢o-ordinating body for 
various Jewish amateur dramatic societies. Petty jealousy, he fears 
would eventually vitiate any good such a body might possibly achieve.

Markets started the new account on Monday in a rather 
hesitating way. There was considerable liquidation. Some of the 
selling was due to lack of facilities for continuing speculative 
transactions from the old into the new account.. A good deal of 
buying has been going on for weeks on expectations of a good 
Budget.

Ness Monster

HEN I read the numerous interest- 

ing newspaper accounts of the 

sighting of the mysterious 

creature that is credibly reported 
to be haunting Loch Ness, I am led to wonder 
whether it is the same kind of monster as 
that described in the Book of Job. Commen- 
tators usually suggest that the “leviathan” 
there referred to relates to the crocodile, but 
I am inclined to believe that the descraption 
is of a much more formidable monster, of 
considerably greater different 
characteristics than can be attributed to an 
alligator or crocodile, notably one with a long 
neck such as all united in 
assigning to the Loch Ness monster.

A FIERCE CREATURE. 

The description in Job opens by referring 
to the fierce character and “ uncatchability 
of the monster. It is nota fish to be lured 
with hook and line. ‘Can'st thou draw out 
leviathan with a hook, or his tongue with a 
cord which thou lettest down? Can’st thou 
put a hook into his nose or bore his jaw 
through with athorn? Jobis asked. This is 
nota tame domestic creature to be played with 
as a bird, or tied on a string for a girl's delight. 
Nor is it something to be caught and sold 
at market, or to form the titbit at a banquet. 
it is something terrifying.. “ Shall not one 
be cast down even at the sight of him?’ 
“ None so fierce that dare stir him up. 

TEETH AND SCALES. 

The monster is armed with terrible teeth 
and closely-knit scales——one is so near to 
another that no air can come between them; 
they are joined one to another; they 
stick together that they cannot be sundered.”’ 
Equally fierce are the creature's eyes which 
are “like the eyelids of the morning,” and it 
appears to breathe forth flame and smoke. 
“Out of his mouth go burning lamps and 
sparks of fire leap out; out of his. nostrils 
goeth smoke as out of a seething pot or cauld. 
ron; his breath kindleth coals, and a flame 
goeth out of his mouth.” 

A LonG NECK, 

Then comes a merition of the long neck 
which makes me think that 
cannot be to a crocodile. “In his neck 
remaineth strength . When he raiseth 
himself up, the mighty are afraid... he 
beholdeth all high things.” The enormous 
strength and toughness of the monster are 
emphasised. Ordinary weapons are powerless 
against him. “He esteemeth iron as straw 
und brass as rotten wood.” Reference is made 
to another resemblance to the Loch Ness 
monster. All observers speak of the speed of 
the creature and of the wake it leaves 
behind, as it propels itself through the water. 
50 in Job we read: “He maketh the deep to 
boil like a pot; he maketh the sea like a pot 
of ointment; he maketh a path to shine after 
him ; one would think the deep to be hoary.”’ 
Here we have a fine picture of the path of 
snow-white foam left behind the monster.
